AN INTERESTING BILL OF 
COMPLAINTS 



Outside criticism, when it comes 
in kindly fashion and with a view 
to helpfulness, often reveals local 
inadequacies in a way seldom ap- 
parent to the resident who can't 
see the woods because of the trees. 
This thought came to us several 
days ago when an acqfiaintance 
of ours, for many years a frequent 
visitor to Virginia Beach, present- 
ed us with his own particular bill 
of complaints and helpful sugges- 
tions for their elimination. 

His suggestions, we believe, de- 
serve careful consideration, for 
each point of criticism hits sound- 
ly at a glaring defect to be seen 
in the setup of this community. 
Without further comment, we 
present his memorandum, with the 
hope that some few portions of it 
will elicit interest tfrom those who. 
continue to work for community 
betterment: 

1. Attention should be given to 
the approaches to the Town, 
which, being but two in number, 
can be improved at little expense. 
Suggested treatment: carefully 
l^aintained grass plots at the edge 
of the road; suitable shrubs, either 
of a flowering or non-flowering 
nature, and trees of the mimosa, 
crepe myrtle, dogwood or magnolia 
t^arieties. 

2. Streets and avenues within 
the Town's limits could lie beautit 
fled by careful attention to thlf 
roadsides, where trees, shrubs and 
grass should be planted, either as 
a community-sponsored project or 
undertaken by the individual 
property-owners . 

3. The problem of suitable golf, 
ing facilities is largely taken care 
of by the Cavalier and Princess 
Anne courses, opened to regis- 
trants of Beach hotels through the 
courtesy of the clubs' manage- 
ment, but municipal tennis courts 
should be provided. A small hour- 
ly charge would more than repay 
the costs of development and 
maintenance. 

4. Adequate trails for riding are 
available through the north end of 
the county, but these should be 
suitably marked in order that the 
rider will have no fear of becom- 
ing lost. Elimination of many 
bicycles from the ocean walkway 
could be Insured by posting notices 
of the beautiful trails which are 
to be found in and out of the 
Town's limits on hotel and cottage 
bulletin boards. 

5. A municipally supervised 
playground for the young children 
would allay the fears of parents in 
bathing. If nothing more practical 
can be advanced, a section of the 
beach might be roped off for the

NOT THE ANSWER 



Although the safe drivtog 
pledges are wholly pmiseworthy. 
and are deserving of nothing but 
the highest commendation as an 
effort to check highway slaughter 
in Virghiia, which at the last ac- 
counting, was well over ooie person 
per day, we hardly think that it 
supplies the answer to the pro- 
blem. We doubt its adequacy pri- 
marily for the reason that it is the 
normally safe and sane driver ^^o 
is going to sign the pledge. With- 
out having any means to confirm 
our statement. We nevertheless 
would be willing to wager that the 
ma.1ority of persons signing up to 
"1. Respect the rights of all users 
of the highways at all times; 2. 
Drive carefully at all times; 3. 
Keep myself physically and men- 
tally fit at all times; 4. Obey all 
traffic signs, traffic signals and 
traffic officers; 5. Keep my car in 
a mechanically safe condition; 6. 
Signal properly by hand before 
stopping, turning or pulling into 
traffic; 7. Pass other cars only 
when I am sure it is safe, never on 
hills and curves, and 8. Be especial- 
ly careful of children and to re-

The people who do the damage 
are not the ones who would volun-

Td 
courts of the State and Nation 
must be intrusted the only real 
way of combating highway slaugh- 
ter — the hard way— the unpopular 
way — but the method that reaches 
the chief offenders in the only 
language that many of them can 
understand — that of punishment. 
We have ample laws for the dis- 
cipline of motorists and the en- 
forcement of safe driving pondi- 
tions on our highways. More would 
be superfluous. The rub comes 
when the question of enforcing 
them arises. If the existing laws 
provided for the punishment of 
manslaughter an dthe other traf- 
fic of fenses that lead Inevitably to 
manslaughter if persisted in were 
really enforced the driving public 
would be powerfully impressed, 
and the death rate commensurate- 
ly lowered. 

When Juries, judges and pros- 
ecuting attorneys begin to consider 
traffic offenses independently of 
the person involved— when poli- 
tical manipulation is taken for 
what it is worth and no more as 
it creeps into the conduct and 
testimony of these trials, when the 
sworn upholders of the law begin 
to take cognizance of the welfare

During the Lo^ten season we 
strive to have the diet follow tlw 
traditional dishes as well as the 
religious requirements. Many, 
years ago in an old German 
bakery, hot cross buns won a fame 
that has spread over the world. 
Good Friday is the traditional day 
for serving them, but, they are 
nice to serve throughout the Len- 
ten season: 

Hot Cross Bans 

I.e. scalded milk 
'/4 c. sugar 

2 t. butter 
'/2 t. salt 

% t. cinnamon 
1 egg 

1 yeast cake dissolved in 
t'4 cup lukewarm water) 

3 c. bread flour y 



c. raisms 
'/4 c. citron 

Scald milk. Add sugar, butter, 
and salt. Cool to lukewarm. Add] 
yeast cake dissolved in water. Add 
to this the^ milk, cinnamon, well , 
beaten egg, and 3 c. flour. Beat 
well, cover, and let rise until light. 
Add floured raisins, citron, and 
enough f Jour to make stiff enough 
to knead.. Knead until light, 
tjntsh-jvith melted butter, cover 
and letriSe-Hmtil light. Shape 
into forms of hiscuits, brush over 
with melted butter, cut a cross on 
each bun. Let rise until light. 
Brush with slightly-beaten egg 
white and bake 20 minutes in la 
400° F. oven. 

Just as fillers for your Lenten 
meals, we suggest a Variety of fish 
dishes: 

Brdiled Fish 

Remove rack from broiler pan. 
Grease pan with bacon drippings 
and place fish which has been 
split open flat on pan (skin side 
down). Season with salt, pepper, 
and Juice of half a lemon. Spread 
fish with iMcon drippings, then 
place pan so that top of fish is 
about two Inches frmn broiling 
heat. Broil until tei^fer and well 
brown. (20-33 minutes depending' 
upon thickness of fish). When 
broiling fish it is not necessary to 
turn them, and care should be 
taken when removing from pan to 
avoid tearing. There will be no 
danger of sticking if strips of 
bacon are placed under the fish.

gdt tte jump on insect pests, 
fip ffrt aii y tho% oi small fruit. Q. 
W. Ondertiill. entomologist. Vir- 
gftBte agricultural experiment sta. 
tiOD, sug^sts a few measures. 

Scate insects are both dangerous 
and treacherous, for While Oielr 
presence may go unnoticed, Owir 
damage may be great. They gen. 
endbr ^ow up as white or grayidi, 
fattened scales more or less cir- 
cubff in outline, sticking tightly to 
the bark, especially beneath loose 
baifc and around buds. Ume. sul- 
^bat or oil will control them. In- 
fested plants should be treated be- 
foie growth begins. 

Spraying Smsesletf 
Red sixers or mites overwinter 
beneath loose baric and in trash on 
the ground. A general clean-up 
(tf leaves and other refuse and 
spnving as for scale will minimize 
the chances of injury bjr this pest 
during the growing season. 

Two Unds of borers attack raqo- 
berry and Wackberry bushes; one 
cawes swelling about 2 to 4 inches 
long with the bark sjriit and roug^ 
over such areas, and the other 
bores into the tips of branches for 
several inches and causes no swell- 
ing. Currants are also attacked by 
boiers. The best control is to cut 
out and bum. all infested and 
damaged canes before growth 
begins. Cuttings should be burn- 
ed. 

Tree crickets lay eggs in ir- 
regular rows along the canes of 
berry plants. The eggs are placed 
in circular holes about the size of 
a pin and the rows are usually 
fnmi 2 to 3 inches long. Infected 
canes should be removed and 
burned. 

Grape berry-moth, leaf folder, 
leaf hopper and leaf skeletonizer 
pass the winter among fallen 
leaves. The destruction of leaves 
to and about the vineyard by 
plowing them under deeply or by 
burning is the recommended con- 
trol method for these pests. 

Roptworms which feedfon grape 
roots overwinter in tlip soil. In 
spring they come up to within 2 
or 3 inche.s of the surface and 
build cells in which they pupate at 
about the time the vines come into 
bloom. The insect is helpless at 
this stage and stirring the soU 
around the roots will destroy many 
pupae. 

Underhill urges anyone contem- 
plating the idanting of straw- 
berries next spring not to set the 
plants on sod or weedy land, for 
such fields are apt to have white 
grubs in the soil. Grubs and wire 
worms, which thrive in sod, can 
seriously damage or mhi newly set 
strawberry plants. Strawberries 
shoubl be planted in soil that has 
been under culti^tratj^n f% 1 or 2 
years.

ton bill, which makes such trans- 
ference possible, is, therefore, an 
important step in the desired di- 
rection. 

Acceptance of the park area in 
the Colonial National Monumeiit, 
it has been pointed out, would 
result in a wealth of publicity for 
the Cape Henry-Virginia Beach 
area and would serve to bring 
many additional thousands of 
tourists and vacationists into these 
communities. All clubs and or- 
ganizations in Princess Anne have 
gone on record as favoring the 
project. 

More Land Available 

The park tract originally was 
deeded to the State by the Cape 
Henry Syndicate, in fee simple, 
and accompanying it was a deed 
subject to a vendor's lien for $260.- 
000 on an additional tract of 2,370 
acres. This in effect was an op- 
tion whereby the State might pur- 
chase the tract: 

An effort was made by the As- 
sembly of Tidewater Women, the 
Association of Commerce and 
other local organizations to per- 
suade Oovernor Peery to Include 
in his budget recommendations for 
the coming biennium, funds to 
take up the lien. The Governor 
did not go that far, but did in- 
clude a recommended appropria- 
tion of $13,000 for renewal of the 
"option" until August, 1938.

The essential costs of county 
govemmott in inrginia, including 
general admhdstratlmi, assess- 
mmt, odlectkm and dlsbmrseiiMfnt 
of taxes, rec o r ffl ng of documents, 
admtntotration of justice, crime 
pr e v e nti on, elections and Che 
matatemmee of buildings and 
grounds, vary hi tlw IHrglnia 
counties frmn $3.88 per capita in 
<mc county to fifty-nine cents^in 
another, according to figures 
wMeii have just been prepared by 
the Virginia State Planning Board. 
Figures on the cost of all indivi- 
dual items of "pure" governmental 
expense are being stadled with re- 
f^ence to the county needs for 
each county. The results, com- 
pared with populations and simil- 
arity in ccnnpoisition and occupa- 
tions of the inhabitants, ar6 ex- 
pected to show Quite conclusively 
where costs are too high in certain 
cases and possibly too low for 
standard efficiency in some of the 
others. 

Per Capita Costs 

Counties in Virginia with less 
than S.OOO population had govern- 
mental costs as described above, 
averaging $2.10 per capita, the 
cost, however, ranging from $1.70 
hi Charles City to $2.52 in Craig. 
In counties ranging from 5,000 to 
10,000 population, the average per 
capita cost fell to $1.41 and varied 
from $1.02 to $2.35. 

The State Planning Board fig- 
ures show tliat generally as the 
counties increase in population 
most of the items of "pure" gov- 
ernmental cost per capita decrease, 
except where county conditions 
are comparable with those of a 
mimicipality. These conditions 
exist, in the belief of the Board, 
in Arlington County, in Henrico, 
where the per capita cost was $2.59 
and in Norfolk County, where the 
4s-$a;aor- — — -^^ 

Counties In the 10,000 to 15,000 
population class had an average 
of $1.19, in the 15,000 to 20,000 
class a cost x>f $1.21, In the 20,000 
to 25.000 class an average of $1.04, 
in the 25,000 to 30,000 bracket a 
cost of $1.00 per capita and in the 
30,000 to 35.000 group a figure of 
eighty-six cents. The group of 
35.000 to 40,000 counties, including 
only Roanoke. Augusta and Ac- 
comac, had a ninety-five cent 
average, while Halifax with 41.283 
population expended a per capita 
for the services being studied of 
seventy-nine cents. Wise, with 
51.000 population, spent eighty- 
two cents, and Pittsylvania with 
61.000 population, spent only fifty, 
nine cents per capita.

For Early floweni 

EARLIER blooming of some of the 
popular garden flowers may be 
obtained by planting them Indoors 
about bix weeks before they are to 
1)6 set out In the open. They should 
be placed outdoors, of conrse, only 
arier the ground has warmed and 
all danger of frost Is past. 

A few of the flowers which may 
he planted early Indoors Include tJie 
delphinium, pink, galllardia. lobelia, 
niyosotis, pansy, Iceland poppy, 
salvia, stock and verbena. 

The following may be planted In- 
doors a week or two later; Ager- 
atuin, snapdragon, aster, dahlia, 
nicotiana. petunia, phloi dram- 
inondi, salpiglossis, scablosa and 
vines rosea. 

Seed of these flowers may be ob* 
tained at your comer store at a 
Gnfflcieutly early date to allow ymi 
to give them an inside start. 

Se^ of other favorites, wMdl 
may be procured at the same time 
but which should be nvedf tor later 
outside planting, indvde the sweet 
alyssnm, calendala, calltoprts. candy- 
tuft, four o'clock, marlgtrtd and aas- 
turtinm. tliese are eariter aad 
faster growing than the Mhera. 

For the inside planting. Ill a 
dgar box or florlM'e "flat" Tilth 
good, rlci. loam, covering the seeds 
with a thin sprinkling of rail, ne 
boxes should have small holes 
(about quarter-inch in diameter) la 
the bottom so they may be set In 
water and the sotl molstmed by 
aimorptioB, 

If the small plants are too tfeick, 
some shonld be picked obL tki 
bozw shonld be placed la a suay 
wihdow iwd kept at a temperatare 
of aroand TO degrees.

for publication. Selection of items 
suitable for such a colunm is in- 
deed a trying task, for poetry in 
some form or other springs eternal 
in the human breast. 

Personally, we like- the more 
classlcaf forms of expi-ession.

However, it was with the ttiought 
of appraising in our own poor way 
a volume of poetry recently sent 
to lis by one of our most regularly 
published contributors that we Mt 
out upon this column. What has 
already been said in no way re- 
flects upon the work of Caroline 
Parker Smith, for we have read 
much of her poetry with more 
than usual Interest and with gen- 
erous approval. 

"Six Go Singing," Is a coopera- 
tive work of six poeU, twenty-one 
of whose offerings are credited to 
Caroline Smith, who claims Con- 
necticut and Georgia as her home 
states, other poems of more than 
contemporary Importance are con- 
tributed by John Ormont Butler, 
Wellington Bresee, Edith Reider 
Barron, Mark Thrice and Gerald 
McMahan. To our mind. Miss 
Smith's work is of most value. 

What here finds its way betwem 
covers has been preceded by con- 
tributions to forty an^idofies, by 
puUicatimt in such Journals as the 
New York Times. Uterary ENgest, 
Poetry Review of Londm, P<oebT 
Staidly jrf l^ris and many ottier 
periodicals, noted for the general

offerings and somt which we re- 
call fnmi prevlwaly published 
worics ai Edna St. Vincent Ifillay 
iuid HegaarWy^. Here ^en is 
an attempt made to bare the in- 
nermost secrets oi the soul, to re- 
veal the tragic beauty of suffering 
as well as the gaiety (rf the happy 
spirit, and in sueh revelation ^e 
has produced much that is sign- 
ificant and much that is worth- 
while. Caroline Parker .Onitb has, 
we believe, passed beyond that 
nonentity that hoMs the minor 
poets and ik>w stands out as a true 
contributor to the verse of an uh- 
aging artistic world. 

One of her most interesting 
poems in the new volume is that 
entitled "Nothing They Say Of 
Me." in which'she sajrs: 
Oh blow my songs out on the air 

to the sky 
Where for aecms the stars and the 

moon shall exist 
Beyond that white silence where 

lost spirits fly — 
I shall join them in flight like the 

dreams I have missed. 
For nothing they say of me when 

I am dead 
(Be it foolish, inferior, fabulous, 

fine) 
Can dam up the source of a soul 

that is fed 
By a power insatiable stronger 

than wine. 
They may find my thoughts mor- 
bid. Insane or untrue 
(Much too faulty in technique to 

carry great weight) 
Yet nothing they write of me —

There is t?*a,.a show down be- 
tween the fotces of conservatism 
and liberalism in North Carolina.

keenly intelligent reporters can 
discover the facts, are promptly 
brought to the attention of mlK^^ 
lions of readers in the daily col- 
uinns of thousands of newspapers. 
Our people know this. They do 
not know what It would be to live ** 
with these channels of news and 
comment tainted and colored l>y 
|reedy, self-interested officials. 

It is not so everywhere, to Ger- 
many and Italy, for example, 
where Dictators Hitler and Mus- 
solini rule, the press only prtaits 
what the government permits 
them to, and very often evm the 
editorial comment upon national 
and international affairs is along 
lines of thought laid down by the 
propaganda chiefs of the respcCM' — 
tlve governments. 

Newspaper readers in Germany ■ 
and Italy, perhaps I^ussia and 
Japan, as well, can only feadlrhat 
the men in public office and power > 
are willing for them to read, and 
these men use the columns of the 
papers to Influence the people's 
thoughts and actions. By coloring 
the news, by controlling the dis- 
cussion of public affairs, dictators 
in office can fool and mislead the 
public, to its hurt but not to any 
injury of the dictators. 

Men and women who loveUberty 
will always oppose censorBldp of 
the press, and, perhaps, many 
other forms of dictation and con- 
trol. When freedom of speech and 
of the press no longer endure in 
these United States, or any of 
them, then at that time free gov- 
ernment will be non-existent also. 
Readers will take their news and 
live their lives as a few dictators 
and autocratic rulers dish it out 
to them— they will be monkeys 
and no longer men. .^ 

Newspaper putdishers and edl- < 
tors are quick to resent any inva- 
sion of their freedom by the gov- 
ernment. The people have been 
with them thus far and will prob- 
ably stay with them for some time 
longer. They seem to realiie fair- 
ly well what a controlled |»e8s 
would.{nean. Newspaper «qwrators 
may depend upon the public to 
defend them unless the ^men and 
women who compose that public 
believe one thing about the news- 
papers and their news cidumns. 

That one thing is that these 
columns are being controlled by 
something else other than an 
honest, sincere presentatiim of the * 
truth, either in news or editorial 
columns. Newspaper publllhers 
should take care to keep the con- 
ndence of the people by nevnr al- 
lowing special Interests, either 
poUtical, financial, or religious, to/*' 
dictate what shall and shall not 
be printed for all mankind to read. 
Editors and publi^ers must do 
their part to keep the preaa "free" 
not only from unjust govenmwntal 
dictatimi but frmn improper ctm- 
siderati(Hu of otter kinds, aa wtSi. 

The public will help keqt the 
press free from govemmoital In- 
terference with its libeittea it it 
feels that the press is free tk«n 
other imprcHKr taints. Nemnaper 
men Uwmselves must keqi the 
pren free from ottwr inmrapor In- 
fluences. — Sackstone Ooarter- 
Record.

Preservation and imvrmemeat 
at nattonal acM resources, reestab- 
Ushment ssai nuAtensnee of 
farmers' purchasing power, and 
assurance at adequate applies for 
consumers are among the pro- 
visions of the Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act sign- 
ed by the President March 1. 

Temporary FMeral aid, in the 
form of payments direct to indivi- 
dual farmers to assist them in ac- 
complishing the soil conservation 
purposes is authorized until 1938, 
at which time grants will be made 
only to States upon approval of 
State programs by the Secretary 
of Agriculture. Grants may be 
made to States under plans ap- 
proved before 1938. 

Payments Aothorlzed 

These State plans are to include 
as a principal objective the re- 
establishment oS farmers' pur- 
chasing power, and may provide 
for production control. The Act 
authorizes an annual appropria- 
tion of not more than $500,000,000. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is 
authorized to make soil conserva/ 
tlon payments to producers in ae^ 
cordance with (1) their treatment 
or use of land for soil restoration, 
conservation, or erosion preven- 
tion, (2) changes in the use of 
their land, and (3) the domestic 
lUlotment of one or more desig- 
nated commodities. Productivity of 
the land affected will be consider- 
ed in making payments based on 
the use of land or treatment of 
land for soil conservation. 
Temnts Inchided 

The Act contains a requirement 
that the interests of share-crop- 
pers, tenants, and small producers 
be protected and tenants and 
share-croppers are ^specifically in. 
eluded in the Act as agricultural 
producers. County and commun- 
ity committees of agricultural pro- 
ducers may be useiTftKcarry out 
the provisions of the AcV 

The August 1909— July roll bal- 
ance between agrioiltural and 
non-agricultural living standards 
is the objective in reestablishing 
and maintaining farm income. The 
expansion of domestic and foreign 
markets, the seeking of new mar- 
kets for agricultural commodities, 
and the removal or dlsr>ositlon of 
agricultural surpluses are also in 
the bUl. 

The permanent policy providing 
grants to States requires that 
State plans include provisions for 
a State administrative agency au- 
thorized by the State and ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. State plans must also in- 
clude provisions for participation 
by county and community com- 
mittees or associations of pro. 
ducers organized for the purpose, 
and provisions for submitting such 
reports as the Secretary finds nec- 
essary to assure that the plan is 
being carried out.

Paul de Kruif has been for a 
number of years the best known 
of our popularizers of science. His 
books have been best-sellers, and 
everyone who reads at all must be 
familiar not only with his name 
but with one or more of his works. 
The reasons for this are somewhat 
obscure, at least to this reviewer, 
who does not know whether to at- 
tribute this popularity to the 
American taste for predigested 
science, or to the enthusiasm with 
which Mr. de Kruif has related his 
more or less startling tales of ad- 
venturous medical and scientific 
discovery. Whatever the reason, 
there can be no doubt that this 
author has enjoyed the privilege 
of speaking to a vast multitude. 
One of the results has been that 
both Mr. de Kruif and his readers 
have fallen into the snare of be- 
lieving that since knowledge is 
power, to know Is to do. 

"Why Keep Them Alive?" Is Mr. 
de Kruif's way of relating what 
Is evidently for him his most start- 
ling discovery: the fact that 
though a horse may be led blithely 
to water, making him drink is not 
only apt to be difficult; it may 
even be impossible. Of course, if 
one takes this proverb in Its literal 
sense, the matter Is not so aston- 
ishing. What upsets Mr. de Kruif 
is that he has found that what 
applies to horses may be a mere 
shadow ol what may apply to hu- 
man kind, endowed though it be 
with reason, a code of ethics, and 
what it fondly believes is a philo- 
sophy of history. 

To put the matter simply, Mr. 
de KiTiif is greatly excited because 
he has demonstrated to us that 
many of our most deadly diseases, 
for example, are wholly unneces- 
sary. He has told us in his other 
books that our men of science have 
isolated, studied, and conquered 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, rickets, 
and so on; that all we have to do 
is to apply the facts that have 
been demonstrated, and within a 
matter of a fraction of a lifetime 
most of our diseases will have 
passed into history along with our 
fear of the evil eye and the belief 
in witches. What upsets our au- 
thor is that nobody seems at all 
excited besides himself. So im- 
mersed in science that he has 
overlooked his history, he catmot 
understand— he finds his own dis- 
covei-y incredible — that "if to do 
were as easy as to know what were 
good to do, chapels had been 
churches, and poor men's cottages 
princes' palaces." It was Shake- 
speare who said that, and he was 
Just repeat^ig what common ob- 
servation had been aware of at 
least as early as Darius the Mede. 

The fact Is that genus h(xno Is. 
has been, and appears likely to be 
for many years to come, blandly 
ready to let the salvation (tf the 
world stay In Uie hands of anyone 
and everyone en^t himself. He 
likes his pn^hets so Itmg as they 
pnwilMsy generaUtlM. He does not 
mind how wrowht up his priests 
may becwne. so long aa th^ do 
not expeiA him to do more ttian 
listen to their sermons and pay 
th^r%MdartoB. And likewise it Is 
Witt) his doctors and sc^tists. 
For between Uie men of leftming — 
ymir admUata. pitmrt^s, and 
phlloaoirtietB— ami your men of af- 
fairs tfanv Is a great gulf fixed. 
As lone at the toumed ttieortae. 
Vtmir entertyn ttodir MMenoe, bat 
when tticy InleRvpt tnite, and try 



to direct the expenditure of money, 
their fate is sealed. 

What has this to do with "Why 
Keep Them Alive?" Pr<rt>ably no- 
thing much, except this volume is 
more than anything else Mr. de 
Kruif's reaction to his discovery 
that, since the application of our 
modem methods will involve ex- 
pense and something of a revision 
of our modes of living, the world 
prefers to go on dying in the old 
way Instead of living a little longer 
in the new. 

"Why Keep Them Alive?" is hot 
a pretty story,. nor is It intended 
to be. Written in the style which 
has by now become familiar to 
readers of "Microbe Hunters" and 
"Hunger Fighters," It will, no&ubt 
have a wide reception. Its material 
is sufficiently startling and is 
often shocking enough to delight 
the hearts of those who like their 
reading somewhat highly flavored. 
This reviewer Is frank enough to 
admit that he finds it Just another 
book. 



When Is a fathead not a medio- 
crity? When he is a brilliant fat- 
head. At least, so one reviewer 
of Andreas Latzko's "Lafayette" 
claimed when an editor changed 
his estimate of Lafayette from a 
fathead to a mediocrity. All of 
which would make Lafayette the 
toast of American liberty liecause 
he was a theorist who didn't get 
along at Versailles. Being ambi- 
tious, he espoused the cause of free- 
dom far from home. The longest 
and probably the most significant 
part of Lafayette's career came 
after the American episode, though 
few Americans think about that. 
Latzko's admiring biography is a 
brilliantly written, not too sound 
account. 

Grace Hart Seely has written a 
most interesting life of Diane de 
Poitiers, mistress of Henry n of 
France. Proud and restrained, 
nevertheless this Diane is a sym- 
pathetic figure. Not that Mlss 
Seely sentimentalizes, though she 
does do some pointed explaining 
about the amorality of the times. 
Married at the age of , fifteen to a 
defonned nobleman neatly four 
times her age, for eighteen years 
Diane lived in retirement. Then, 
at her husband's death, life opened 
up for Diane at the French Court. 
Here Francis I cast an apprecia- 
tive eye upon her beauty, Anne de 
Heiliy liated her almost to distrac- 
tion, and the morose, neglected 
Henry because her active partisan. 
At the accession of Henry to the 
throne, IMane, already Uie object 
of the twenty.year-old youtti's 
lasting love, became his counsellor, 
and so remained until the final 
tragedy. Catherine dl Medici. 
Margaret of Navarre, Benvenuto 
Cellini are siHne of thon who 
make this biography a Renais- 
sance pageant. And the figure of 
"IMane the Huntress." who rode 
to the chase, bathed In cold water, 
and ruled an empire, dominates 
the scene with a majesty that few 
women of whatever time can real- 
ty. 

E. M. Delafield's novel, 'Faster, 
Faster!" Is the story of a manag- 
ing lady. Claudia supports her 
two daughters, and dominates 
their lives. She idao dominates 
other people with<nit the excuse of 
supporting them.

If a handful 
of Mil gripped firmly can be crum- 
bled readily npoa release, the soil 
Is m condition to be nlowed or 
spaded. If the handful of soil does 
not crumble readily hut remains 
packed, put off the job until a later 
day. 

Any soil i» enriched by niananb 
Clay soils are improved in texture 
and i>andy soils are improved lb 
water holding caittclty by spading 
under mnnure, rotted leaves or lawn 
clippings or rolled garden refuse. 

Complete commercial fertilisers 
are everywhere available. Ask lor 
a "412-6" or similar mixture. Broad- 
cast and rake In about four pounds 
ot this per square rod lust before 
planttDg. 

It Is important that terttllser be 
U'^ed cautiously, for an excess is 
often harmful, particularly when 
dealing with prodiKtion ot traits, 
that is. tomato. Gucumber, pepper. 
etc. 

Garden preparation effort Is 
wasted If you do n<a, plant ttoAt 
from dependaMe sources. Select 
your favorite varieties at the nearby 
store before the supply l« depleted. 
Make sure they are fr^hly imcked. 

To gardeners who also like to 
maintain an ext^Hent lawn— ^iril- 
ness of renewal again Is important 
Take advantage ot a comparativ^y 
warm, early eprlng day when, the 
surface Is almost bare and the air 
Is calm. 

Sow about a teacupfnl ot seed to 
100 square feet ot lawn. Melting

Everyone likes cakes and tea 
breads enriched with fruit, but the 
economical housewife often hesi- 
tates to make these delicacies be- 
cause they dry out quickly unless 
eaten soon after baking.

(WEiAKING 
TASK EXPLAINED 



, P, I. Instructor Gives De- 
monstratiMi at Oceana 
Sciiool to Interested Groap. 



A Cheese-making demonstration 
was conducted last Thursday in 
the Oceana Agricultural Building 
by W. D. Saunders, of the V. P. I. 
Extensicm' Service, before an inter- 
ested- audience of farmers and 
agricultural students. 

Mr. Saunders described in detail 
how American cheese could be 
made in the home. He explained 
that in many rural hones there 
was always a surplus of milk at 
certain seasons of the year and 
that this surjrius. instead of being 
wasted or fed to animals, could be 
utilized in the making of cheese. 
Emphasis was placed on the value 
of whey, which is left after mak- 
ing cheese, as a food for animals 
and as an ingredient for bread- 
making. 

According to the demonstration, 
one gallon of milk will make near- 
ly one pound of cheese. The 
amotmt of milk required would, of 
course, the lecturer explained, 
eliminate the posslUIities of con- 
verting base milk into cheese, but 
it would be quite possible to con- 
vert surplus milk into cheese very 
easily. In the hoifie, nearlyevgn^ 
one would have some milk which 
could be so ccmverted with no 
extra equipment and at very small 
cost. J

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I It's Always Snapshot Time 
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ANT owners of box cameras 
honestly believe that they are 
handicapped in their snapshooting 
at this time of year. Are you in this 
classT 

Now that question may sound ri- 
diculous to many Guild readers but 
there are hundreds who believe just 
that. They think that the sun should 
be shining in all its glory before try- 
ing to take a snapshot. 

It your camera is hibernating In 
peaceful slumber on the closet shelf 
awaiting the arrival of spring and 
bright sunshine, go get it, dust it oif 
—tOiH be sure you wipe off the lens 
carefully with a soft, dry cloth— get 
yourself a roll of film and start shoot- 
ing. There are more interesting win- 
ter pictures waiting to be made with 
a box camera than you will ever be 
able to take if you live to be as old 
as Methuselah. Remember, too, that 
the old Biblical passage still holds 
good— "Seek ye and ye shall find"— 
and It will not take much seeking It 
your eyes are open. 

Under ordinary conditions you can 
take Instantaneous snapshots out- 
doors in the winter, or, it the day Is 
too dark and dreary, there is always 
the old reliable time exposure. It the 
day Is clear and bright you can take 
action pictures providing you snap 
the picture at the right angle and are 
not too close to the subject. 

Pietnres can be taken indoors at 
night with a box camera It yon use 
one of the Inexpensive flash type 
lamps. A little experimenting may 
be mcessary nntll yon know what 
yon ean and cannot expect from 
yonr box camera, and It you are a 
rsal aiMtear yon win get a lot of 
pleasara ant of the •xperimenUag.

meat doesn't deserve halt as much 
praise tor an unusual picture as the 
real amateur, who owns a box cam- 
era and who, through perseverance 
and thought, gets a "knockout" pic- 
ture under adverse conditions. 

The average box camera on sale 
today has two stops and a time ex- 
posure adjustment. The stop open- 
ings control the amount of light 
pasBing through the lens. Number 
one— ihe larger stop, or opening, is 
tor snapshots ot ordinary subjects tn 
sunlight The second opening, or 
smaller stop, is tor snapshots ot dis- 
tant views, beach scenes, snow with- 
out prominent dark objects In the 
foreground, and clouds, only in 
bright sunlight. During the winter, 
on days with hasy aunllght it is best 
to use the first, or large stop and on 
dark days use the second stop and 
a very short time exposure. 

When making time exposures the 
camera must be placed on a tripod, 
table, fence or something solid so 
that the camera will not move when 
the picture is taken. 

Tou are overlooking a lot ot pleas- 
ure It yon are not making use ot your 
box camera, so get It out If yoi\ are 
really interested you can ntop in 
'most any store that sells cameras 
and photographic supplies and get 
free literature on taking picturee at 
night indoors during these long win- 
ter evenings, and yon will find It Is 
one type ot indoor qwrt the entire 
family will enjoy.

VARIED PRODUCTS OF FARM, FIELD 
USED IN MAKING OF AUTOMOBILES 



When you look at the auto- 
mobile parked in your yard, or at 
a new one glistening in a dealer's 
showroom, you probably think of 
it, if you consider its sources at 
all, as the product of an Industry 
far removed from the farm. To 
the casual glance, it seems to be 
constructed principally of steel, 
and related to the farm only as a 
means of modern transportation. 
It is only when the process of 
manufacture is analyzed, with the 
aid of the engineer and the 
chemist, that it becomes apparent 
that the automotive Industry is a 
gigantic, user of farm products. 
Such an analysis reveals that some 
of the parts of the car parked in 
your yard, if their origins could be 
traced, may have been grown on 
your own farm. 

Considerable Cotton Used 

While accurate figures for the 
Industry as a whole are not avail- 
able, the extent to which farm 
products are used in the manu- 
facture of motor cars is indicated 
in the estimate of the Ford Motor 
Company of the quantities of su(:h 
materials required to produce a 
million Ford cars— the output pre- 
dicted for and surpassed m 193$i. 
Chief in the list of the farm pro- 
ducts, as is to be expected, is cot- 
ton; but there are many other 
products, including those of diver- 
sified farming and dairying, grown 
by many farmers throughout the 
country. 

This imposing list, reduced to 
acreages on the basis of average 
yields, includes 433,125 acres of 
cotton. 30,000 acres of soy beans; 
17.500 acres of flax; 11.280 acres 
of com, and 12,500 acres of sugar 
cane; not to mention some wheat 
from which starch is derived for 
use in the foundry, and 20,500 
acres of timber. In addition to 
these crops, the single year's out- 
put of Ford cars required many of 
the products of animal husbandry. 
Among these products are hides 
from 30.000 cattle; wool from 801.- 
000 sheep; lard from 20,000 hogs; 
goats hair from 87,5500 goats; and 
even 6,000 pounds of beeswax from 
80.000 pounds of honey. 

Item PraiMto Used 

Here, then, is evidence that the 
horsdess carriage is by no means 
exclusively derived from mines, or 
in fact, much leas independent of 
the farm than QUA DobUn himself. 
Expressed in other words, more 
than one-half million acres of 
farm land, scattered throughout 
the united States, were drawn up- 



on for the materials used in one 
year's output of Ford cars alone. 
And other thousands of acres pro- 
duced crops to supply the animal 
husbandry products required. How, 
the farmer may well ask, are these 
supplies used? 

Some of these products appear 
in the finished car in recognizable 
forms, while others are hidden by 
the magic of the chemist who 
transmutes them into strange 
forms. Still others may be used 
in the manufacturing process 
without appearing in the finished 
car. Cotton, for example, not only 
goes into upholstery, tires and 
brake linings, but also into lacquer, 
safety glass, timing gears, battery 
box and paper. Wool and its 
.derivatives go into upholstery, 
nskets, anti-rust comiiounds and 
lubricants. From com comes 
green bond for the foundry, butyl 
alcohol, solvents and rubber avft- 
stitutes. 

Cows, in addition to providing 
leather for upholstery and gaskets, 
furnish milk-casein glues, stearic 
acid for use in mbber compounds, 
greases and soap chips. From 
hogs, come oleic acid and bristles 
for brushes, as well as lard oil for 
rear axle lubricants. And from 
goats hair is manufactured pile 
fabric and window channel fabric. 
A "SoU" Pndnet 

The flax from 17,600 acres goes 
into paints, core oils, soft soaps 
and glycerine and the sugar cane 
into alcohol, shock absorber fliad, 
and solvents. Other products ob- 
tained trma field and forest not 
mentioned in the estimate given 
above are tung oil, Jute, hemp, 
I sisal, pine pitch and castor oil. 

The possiUe extension of this 
list to include vastly more farm 
'products— so that the automobile 
of the future may be produced 
largely from the crops of the soil, 
—is one of Henry Ford's cherished 
I dreams and is the reason for the 
extensive and successful experi- 
I ments with soy beans. This staple 
crop now is used in the body fin- 
ish and in the making of moulded 
parts such as the coil cover, hom 
button, light switch, and gear 
shift lever knobs, as well as for 
core oU and cementing glues. 
Other experiments in this field 
hold promise of greatly increasing 
the already huge quantities of 
fanA products used by the Indus- 
try.

UMMle as a producn- oC manu- 



doohtedly the newer and 
novel one, by no means 
the complete picture ot his rda- 
tion to the automoMle Industry, 
or equal impcHtance to the ma- 
terials required in manufacture, is 
the man power of the tskctortea. 
These working men and their 
families must be fed and clothed,' 
and the farmer must suwiy the 
materials for food and clothing. 
While the farmer here is in a 
familiar role, nevertheless the 
market thus offered for farm pro- 

ductaJi an lmi)«rtant^ Mie. 

Em p to y me n t Pignres ITidaiown 
How many men are employed in 
the producti(»i of automobilra, or 
even in the production of Ford 
automobiles alone, can only be 
suggested since the industry 
reaches into mine, field and forest. 
Figures on the niunber of men 
directly employed by the Ford 
company at any given time, for 
example, would include mtly a 
small number of the workers af- 
fected, since the company pur- 
chases materials from over 5,000 
outside firn». Some idea of the 
tremendous market created by this 
industry, however, may be obtain- 
ed from the fact that the Ford 
company has paid to its own em. 
ployes in the past 32 years $3,484,- 
847,406.61 in wages. Certainly a 
considerable portion of this sum 
found its way back to the farmer 
in pajrment for food and the ma- 
terials for clothing. 

Thus, the farmer may rightly 
feel that he helps to build the 
automobile. True, his part is not 
in the designing of it, or in the re- 
fining, shaping and machining of 
its parts. But as the supplier of 
important products required for 
manufacture, and of food for the 
man ^wer, his part Is indispens- 
able. He may rightly consider as 
he views an automobile that it 
is partly a product of his farm, 
and that every purchase of an 
automobile by himself, the doctor

Running true to form, it flared 
up with a new spattering of black 
headlines Just the other day.

Convicted of murder and under 
sentence of death, Hauptmann 
hired a new lawyer for hhnself. 
This lawyer held a series of con- 
ferences with the condemned man, 
to see whether he could take the 
case with any chance of success. 
In the end he decided that he 
could not, and withdrew. 

All right, so far; that sort of 



The country at large sat in on 
them, vicariously. 

With remarkably little lost time, 
it learned what the lawyer had said 
to Hauptmann, what Hauptmann 
had said to the lawyer, and what 
the lawyer thought about it all. 

And then, to cap the climax, the 
lawyer announced publicly that he 
could not take the case because his 
talks with Hauptmann convinced 
him that "Hauptmann is guilty as 
heU." 

Now there is one thing that ir* 
ritates the august legal profession 
more than any other, and that is 
"trying the case in the news- 



papers." By and large, the bar has 
spent almost as much energy de- 
nouncing the press for this custom 
as it has expended in collecting its 
fees. 

But what has Just happened is 
an example of this very thing in 
its most striking form. 

If "trial in the newspapers" 
prejudices a man's case, in the 
public mind, how must Haupt- 
mann's case be prejudiced now? 

To be sure, the man has already 
been convicted, and the electric 
chair is not far away. But insofar 
as he has a chance left; insofar 
as there still is room for him to 
put up a fight— does not a per- 
formance like this put Hauptmann 
still farther back of the eight ball? 

And this, mind you, was not the 
work of the press, but of the legal 
jjrofession itself. — Portsmouth 
Star.

Clerk's Office Plan Approved 

It also was learned that the re- 
vised plans for the construction of 
additions to the present county 
clerk's office have been approved 
by the Richmond officials of the 
WPA. According to the informa- 
tion, as soon as a cost estimate 
can be had and materials as- 
sembled, work will be begun on the 
structure. The revised plans call 
for additions to the two ends of 
the building rather than for the 
development of a second floor, as 
originally proposed. 

At the present time, excluding 
the transient labor employed on 
mosquito control projects, 219 
men, mostly residents of the coun- 
ty, are on the WPA payrolls in 
some capacity or other. If they 
were available, Mr. Bryant stated 
this week, more men could be 
utilized, particularly on the road- 
building projects which now are 
being undertaken under WP80 
supei'vision.

STATE SESSION

and social security, along with 
bills designed to give local option 
in Sunday observance and race 
track gambling. Old age pension 
and employment insurance mea- 
sures failed. Failing, even, was 
the mildlooking measure to reg- 
ulate the hours of work of women 
in industry, and the Adminlstra-, 
tion's Compulsory Probation Bill. 

Crop control by uniform State 
legislation is hailed as represent- 
ing about the most constructive 
enactment of the Assembly's ses- 
sion. In this Virginia leads the 
way for co-ordinated action under 
the direction of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The aim of the legislation is to 
make it possible for the Federal 
Government to employ the States 
as indirect fiscal agents for the 
distribution of agricultural sub- 
sidies which the Government can- 
not lawfully pay directly to farm- 
ers by direct contract for crop- 
reduction. The act was drawn 
rather hurriedly, and relates only 
to tobacco, but it is believed to be 
practical and test-proof. Virginia's 
legislation is expected to be the 
model for many other states to 
follow. 

Park Bill Passes 

The Daughton bills providing 
lor the State to turn over to the 
NatloVial Park Service ita inter- 
ests in the Seashore State Park 
at Cape Henry passed both houses 
of the General Assembly. 

Rep. Colgate W. Darden, Jr., 
has been at work with National 
Park Service and the Virginia 
State Commission on Conservation 
and Development to have this 
park area, to which the State al- 
ready holds a fee simple title to 
1,000 acres and an option on 2,- 
370 additional acres, conveyed to 
the Government to become a part 
of the Colonial National Monu- 
ment which already embraces 
Jamestown, Yorktown and Wil- 
liamsburg. 

Larger Rifle Range Planned 

Other bills of interest to Vir. 
ginia Beach and Princess Anne 
county include that providing for 
an additional purchase of land at 
the State Military Reservation and 
that which will permit commun- 
ities of this size to share in the 
apportionment of State Highway 
funds. The compromise on the 
slot machine question, by means 
of which the life of the machine 
is extended to January 1, 1937, 
also is of interest. After that date, 
all gaming machines of this na- 
ture will be illegal and their own- 
ers and operators subject to sub- 
stantial fines and terms of im- 
prisonment. 

The total cost to the taxpayers 
of the 60-day legislative frolic by 
the 140 representatives of the peo- 
ple will count up to about $125,000 
says the State Comptroller's office. 
Included in this is an aggregate of 
$22,791.84 for printhig. 

There were 420-old bills passed, 
411 of «iilch had been received by 
the enrolling clerk by Tuesday. 
The Governor had by then already 
signed 127 and vetoed 2. He has 
66 more to act on this week. 

Considering the bills passed in 
relation to total cost, the average 
cost to taxpayers figures lAout 
$ko per bUI, a sub^antial contri- 
bution to the already bulky statute 
book. The average cost per legls 
lator figures about $665. Of this, 
$720 is in salary: the <Aher $165 
goes for odds and ends of over- 
head incident to the member's 
presence.

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LTNNHAVEN DREDGING 
NECESSARY 



Although no figures are im- 
mediately available for the com- 
parison of the present fish and 
slMll fish industry in Princess 
Anne county with that which 
existedltere prior to the comple- 
tion of the Lesner Bridge over 
Lynnhaven Bay, it is pointedly 
evident that the taidustry has 
dropped with sudden swiftness 
from a point where many residents 
were engaged in a profitable en- 
terprise to a condition where few. 
If any, can realize a profitable 
conhection from the industry. 

"Lynnhaven oysters are not 
IVhat they used 'to be" is a cry 
beard today with such regular 
monotony that few can summon 
the energy to ralljr to their de- 
fense. Of course they are not what 
they used to be; it takes little in- 
vestigation to prove that point, 
nor to uncover the cause of such 
regretable decline in an industry 
Uiat formerly meant so much in 
money and prestige to those who 
took the bivalves from the coves 
of local bays and rivers. The con- 
dition lies in an absence of tidal 
movement over the breeding 
grounds, thus reducing the salinity 
of the water and cutting to a 
minimum the quantity cf food 
available to the growing oysters. 

This condition can be improved, 
fisheries' experts point out, by the 
construction of a channel from 
X^mnhaven Inlet, or a point 3S00 
feet out in the Chesapeake Bay 
Where deep water is available, into 
Lamnhaven River and the con- 
struction of suitable jetties to line 
the channel in order that sand 
wUl.be prevented from piling up 
and so blocking tidal movement 
Into the river and the surroimding 
bays and creeks. With the crea- 
tion of such a channel, these same 
authorities ccmtinue, the proper 
degree of salinity will be provided, 
an^ a constant ebb and flow of 
the water over the oyster grounds, 
by checking all possibilities of 
{Mriltttion and by assuring suitable 
feeding materials, will restore 
lamnhaven oysters and the indus- 
try which deserves to be built up 
Mound them to their proper place 
In the shell fish world. 

Surely this is a simple solution 
to a tragic tale of oyster decline I 
Dqiartment of Cmnmerce agents 
bave promised their assistance 
and, as we see it, all that is need* 
cd to insure completion of the (te- 
■toed task is a countywide Inove- 
miit of approval and support to 
tlw project now sought by a group 
tt miblic-spirited residents. If

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N^"*^ WMMi-duBi thirty (tog 
trMv 4ff mutotei to eommtm- 
i^ Ak ^^M^" IMS been the 
iHual Mounent heard tids wetk in 
response to the revived hopes of 
a yacht channel and anchcHrage 
in Unkhorn Bay. Much woric and 
the ctmsent of several important 
agencies to cooperate ^ill are 
needed before the iflan can /be 
made a reality, but hope wrings 
eternal in the hearts of those who 
have been wOTking zealously for 
the creation of such a desired and 
desirable project. 

The actimi of the rivers and 
harbors committee of the Congress 
in reopening the rejected projects 
of this nature came as an en- 
encouraging bit of news to town 
and county interests that have 
striven for some years to insure 
the completion of such an im- 
provement. Should Long Creek 
and the Narrows . leading into 
Linkhorn Bay be dredged and wid- 
ened to permit the entrance of 
coastal yachts, it is believed that 
seasonal activity at Virginia Beach 
will be lengthened materially dur- 
ing both spring and fall. 

Many hundreds of yachts pass- 
ing to and from Florida would 
welcome an opportunity to put in 
at the Beach, and the lack of 
facilities has kept away many 
visitors who otherwise could be 
counted among our paying guests. 
Should this contention be true, as 
we believe it to be, the creation of 
a suitable channel from the Lynn- 
haven Inlet to Linkhorn 9nd the 
development of a modern boat 
club in these waters would come 
as a boon of greatest Importance 
to the continued development of 
this resort section. 

Creation of such a channel, 
permitting the ebb and flow of the 
ocean tide well up into the bays, 
would be of similar value to the 
fisherman. Those sponsoring the 
channel project are convinced that 
its development will eliminate all 
need for fishing facilities on the 
ocean front by creating a natural 
sportsman's paradise in the ad 
jacent waters. This lack of fish 
ing facilities has been a definite 
need of our sports program for 
many seasons. 

All in all, completion of the 
proposed project looms as one of 
the most valued steps taken locally 
in many years. As an asset to the 
enchancement of realty values, as 
a welcome addition to our sports 
calendar and as a means of induc- 
ing an ever-increasing tourist trade 
into this area, the yacht basin idea 
Is a real success.

LICENSE REVISION NEEDED 




Discussion of the proposal that 
Town license fees be increased to 
take care of a publicity depart- 
ment brought to light the interest- 
ing information that, out of a total 
license tax of $20,000 collected 
last year, only $3,500 was paid by 
hotels and boarding houses oper- 
ating on the Beach. Thus, al- 
though gross revenues from tour- 
ist accommodations totaled an 
estimated one million dollars, only 
17 '2 per cent of the Town license 
bill was paid by the hotels. 

Although merchants are not ad- 
verse to the proposal that addi- 
tions be made to their licenses to 
take care of a publicity unit, it 
ha.s been pointed out in many in- 
stances during the past few days 
that the wide discrepancy between 
funds contributed by mercantile 
establishments and hotels is too 
vast and in need of revision to- 
ward greater equalization of the 
license burden. Their argument, 
as it has come to us, follows close- 
ly this line of reasoning: 

Virginia Beach as a resort com- 
munity, dependent entirely upon 
tourist patronage for its develop- 
ment, cannot classify its taxable 
properties as is the case in a set- 
tled community equipped with its 
own industries and similar means 
of Ux-elihood. The ice company, 
the numerous drug stores, grocery 
stores and specialty shops, real 
estate agencies and printing plant 
are here chiefly in response to the 
need of such services made by the 
hotels and cottages, which cannot 
function as tourist attractions 
without this economic setup on the 
outside. But it is the hotels, 
chiefly, the merchants argiwi Ihat 
must bear the brunt of the cam- 
paign to entice tourists here and 
to pay the bills incurred by mch 
a campaign. 

Under the present setup, it is 
stated, the reverse is true. wlUi 
the mercantile services carrying 
the load and the hotels rraping 
the profits without contributing in 
proper proportion. This, they say, 
is wrong, is contrary to general 
practice, uid demands correction 
by the Town Council. In all prob- 
ability, such an argument will be 
offered to the councUmen at tlwir 
next regular teeetlng.

We 
have not one criticism to express 
so far as the local chamber of 
comnferce is concerned, insofar as 
it functions as a chamber of com- 
merce; wfi-d(P believe, however, 
that spending of Town funds de- 
mands the creation of a publicity 
unit Integrated as an arm of the 
Town govemmeht. Those who will 
pay the tax have a right to expect 
that mijch in return fpr their 
taxes.

Publicity of the' nature desired 
locally calls for experienced direc- 
tion. Without such experience, 
money can be spent as prodigally 
as though thrown down a rathole 
and with as little results. Were 
sufficient funds available to en- 
gage in a national paid advertising 
campaign, such publicity would be 
more easily forthcoming than un- 
der the conditions imposed by the 
limitations of this year's budget. 
For. let it be remembered, wl^en a 
suitable number of booklets are 
prepared and paid for from the 
anticipated four or five thousand 
dollars to be collected, there will 
remain only enough funds to take 
care of routine expenses and no 
paid advertising. And free publi- 
city of a worthwhile nature, those 
who know are quick to assert, is 
just about the hardest thing in 
the world to secure. 

Thus, we would propose that he 
who is to expend the Town's 
money should present to the Town 
a working plan along two lines, a 
budget of expenditures and a news 
and pictorial budget. The former 
is important, but the latter is 
doubly so. 

We v.ould know, if possible, 
what type of news stories will be 
prepared, to whom such will be 
distributed, how , often they will 
be written and what possiblhty 
there is of their acceptance. True, 
the latter question is a difficult 
one to answer, but the experience 
pf him who will direct the cam- 
paign should be able to produce a 
satisfactory reply. This, we as- 
sert, is a highly skilled project, 
and no chance should be taken 
which suggests failure or mere so- 
so results at its conception. 

Resort publicity, a history of 
such regretably relates, all too fre- 
quently has been given over to 
men and boys unskilled in its pro- 
cedure. Yet, in those Instances 
where careful consideration has 
been given to the department's 
makeup, valuable results of a per- 
manent nature have been secured. 
Where experience is commanded, 
Me (ic'Lar car. be made to do the 
work oI a hundred inexperienced 
dollars, and such a poluy is cer- 
tain to acceler.-^te progress and 
develorment to an otherwise im- 
possible speed. 

The nourishing resort at Pine- 
hurst wa.-; built from its conception 
upon a sound publicity basis, wi 
Oie best brains of the craft called 
to the helm of its story-telling de- 
partment. Miami has outstripped 
many another Florid^ community 
beca«jM,«fcreliance upon a similar 
program. Southern California 
leaped tato the limelight when ex- 
perience was brought to the fore 
in that locality's Ail-Year Club. 
Lake Placid, the Thousand Isbmds, 
Sea l.sland, Myrtle Beach and 
scores of ''other resorts too numer- 
ous to mention here thrive because 
of a comprehensive and exper- 
tenced program designed to tell 
their stories to a nationwide audi- 
ence. 

It is obvious that Virginia Beach 
does not have this year cMnpar- 
aMe funds to spend , with these 
listed vacation spots, but the re- 
striction of money m^ra all ttw 
more imperative careful ctmsider- 
tMm of its publld^ setw. StmOA 
we get off to tbe rtglit ^art, wbkai | 



If the luroper atenry is secured, 
the services wbicb any be antfei- 
pated from ttie Vhr^nda State 
Chamber of Oamnerce and tbe 
State Conm^idon on Oonaerratton 
and Dev^omBent, Vhrgtnla'fr two 
greatest puMcl^ setups, are im- 
possiUe of eatimatton, bat the 
tempo of these units te so geared 
that those stragglii« In the dark, 
imcertain of what course they are 
to take, win be unable to match 
their pace. The proper depart- 
ment win elicit assistance from the 
pubUcity organizations ot rail- 
roads, steamship and bus lines, 
from all of the news and pictorial 
services, from the daily,|md week- 
ly press, from popular magazines 
and trade journals, but such co- 
operation is not forthcoming as 
fully as otherwise where Inexper. 
ience plays the leading rote. 

With the funds to be collected 
from the special license tax, a year 
'round program can be made ef- 
fective. Greatest activity along 
publicity lines must be begun early 
in the spring and carried through, 
the faU, but the winter mionths 
must not be overlooked, for experi- 
ence has shown that those resorts 
thriye best which hammer away 
on an uninterrupted yearly sche- 
dule. It is realized here that 
greatest prosperity will not be 
eiv'ailable locally until the season 
is extended at least a month or 
two, and to the extension of the 
seasonal activity such a depart- 
ment must devote itself from the 
moment of its conception. What 
plan, we would ask, can those who 
would operate Virginia Beach's 
publicity program offer? We are 
entitled to its hearing before the 
expenditure of one cent upon the 
proposed course.

Out of all of this discussion of 
publicity and publicity methods 
comes the contention of first im- 
portance that the department 
must be manned by one who can 
write convincingly and authorita- 
tively. The day has long since 
passed — if there ever was such a 
day— when newspapers and news 
services will pay attention to copy 
that smacks of the high school 
essayest, and only that copy is 
considered which runs true to ac- 
cepted news-writing practice and 
which Jells its stoiT in a minimum 
of words. Thi.s important point 
must be stressed in the selection 
of a properly qualified publicity 
director. 

Of almost equal importance In 
the ability to select proper pic- 
torial subjects and to carry 
through their production and dis- 
tribution. Standard bathing 
beauty setups still rate an oc- 
casional bit of space, but the ap- 
peal of the scantily.clad beauty 
is not what it was some years 
apo, possible because every beach 
present thousands of such. 

What is needed, rather, is tbe 
creation of news and feature pic- 
torial presentations of broad ap- 
peal. The modern, progressive re- 
sort of today "frames" its offer- 
ings, often at some expense and 
considerable planning, for well 
does the successful promotion man 
know that it is the unusual and 
the striking which rherits greatest 
acceptance. More money can be 
wasted on unsuitable pictorial 
publicity than upon any other 
r>hnre of the program, and the 
p oper n.mdling of such is of high- 
c t importance. 

To sum up, we believe that the 
minister of propaganda " at Vir- 
ginia Beach should be responsible 
first and foremost to the Town 
ConncU. It is that agmcy which 
;s the tax and lt*ls to that 
agency that the taxpayer will look 
for' results. It is our thought that 
a^ specially created committee, 
comp<»ed of councilmen and re- 
pre^ntatives of tbe hotel associa- 
tion, is b«t prepared to direct the 
developing publicity program. 

We believe further that the post 
of director of that program should 
go to one e^rienced In the hand- 
ling of such an wganlzatlon. Tb 
aisure the finest results f««Q the 
money to be expended, we- would 
suggest that the State Chamber 
of Commerce and the Conserva- 
tion and Developnwnt Commlssten 
be called upon to provide the per- 
son best aUe, in theh- <q)inlon, to 
handle the re^xmsibUities erf the 
job. Being agmcies intererted 
primarl^ in Uie proeaotkm <rf Vir- 
ginia as a tourist ami vacattan

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VIRGINIA IN THE MUD 




In a recent issue of a local paper 
there cppeared the announcement 
in flaring type, and with the luual 
photograph which always accom- 
panies a pronouncement of the 
Senator from Virginia, tlw asser« 
tion that he would favor "A Billion 
dollar Federal tax to remind citi- 
zens present expehditures must be 
paid for." * 

The people of Virginia need no 
reminder of burdensopie txation 
or wasteful expenditure of publh: 
funds for they are now presentd 
with' a grave problem of rebuilding 
the highway system of the State 
and of finding funds with which' 
to accomplish that result. 

The farmers of Virginia were 
shocked and disillusioned by the 
following statement made by the 
Virginia State Highway Commis- 
sioner, Mr. Shhley, in a Richmond 
paper on January 23rd: 

"If we had anticipated any such 
extra burden as this when we first 
built our highway system, we 
never would have purchased the 
policy of building cheap, tempor- 
ary roads which would be expen- 
sive to maintain and which would 
have to be replaced later. We 
spicad our money out thin and 
now its too thin." 

The burden referred to is the re- 
cent building of what are known 
as 'farm to market roads. " 

Speaking before the General As- 
sembly of V^lrginia. on the alloca- 
tion of funds for road purposes. 
Senator Harkrader said: 

"We have now reached, or Just 
about reached a point where 
maintenance casts virtually con- 
sume all present and prospective 
revenue leaving nothing for new 
consinir'io:;. Unless there is a new 
aiid be.ter plan devised and put 
into execution. v,e are going to 
spe.id abO!i' nl.ieietn million dol- 
lars a year, or the whole of the 
gas and license tax on mainten- 
ance alone. 

"We have built our highways in 
the only way we could buUd them 
under the 'pay-as-you-go' plan. 
We have spread our money out so 
thin that we have a devastating- 
ly high-maintenance cost type of 
road built in patch-work fashion. 
I would not issue bonds to con- 
tinue this patchwork and to con. 
\ tinue to build itmds that eat up all 
.available road funds for main- 
j tenance." 

I It wiU beseen by the statements 
of Commissioner Shirley and Sen- 
jator Harkrader that the much 
heralded highway system of Vir- 
ginia was built upon what is 
known as the "pay-as-you-go'' 
plan— a "policy of building cheap, 
temporary roads which would be 
expensive to nuintain and which 
would have to be replaced later." 

There is nothing essentii^ un- 
substantial in a highway built un- 
der the "pay-as-you-go" plan. On 



highway system must, qf neoeislty, 

have included what is^\known as 
"ftn-m-to-market" roads.V It is in- 
conceivable that in the proposed 
expenditure of so many 
of dollars, provision for our farm- 
ers to get out of the mud should 
have been entirely ignored. * 

The fact is that the propagan- 
dists were at work to furUier the 
interests of self-seeking politician^ 
To further this purpose efficient 
methods of road building were cast 
to the winds. Mileage rather than 
substance was demanded and a 
highway system of "cheap, tem- 
porary roads which would~6e ex- 
pensive to maintain and which 
would have to be replaced later" 
was built. To use Mr. Shirley's 
expression, "We spread our money 
out thin and now it's too thin." 

The Senator from Virginia, 
therefore, need not further urge 
a Federal appropriation of a bil- 
lion dollars to make the people of 
this State tax-conscious. The 
highway system of Virginia, the 
pride of his political heart. Is no 
longer to be heralded as a model 
to be adopted by other states and 
the theme of his laudation by 
propagandists, for the people of 
Virginia now face the stem fait 
that the "pay-as-you-go plan, a^ 
poUtically administered, has re- 
sulted in the squandering of $150.- 
000,000 of public fUnds. 

The outstanding result of the 
whole miserable affair is that Vir- 
ginia is in the mud, and ptditicians 
are in high public office.— South- 
em Planter.

As the political campaigns open 
up — both state and nation^— this 
newspaper like every other news- 
paper throughout the country is 
most "Renerously" favored by 
politicians.

U all 
of this matter was used there 
would be room for but little else 
in this or any other newq>mier, 
yet the publisher is expected t«^ 
run the matter gratis in order that 
the readers may make up their 
minds as to what this nuidldate 
or that candidate is offoing to the 
voters.

BOOKS TO OWN 



THE FOXES 
By B. P. Harriss 

ittm, MiffUn. 240 pp. $2.50

The fox.^ a literary figure, has 
a long and honorable tradition be- 
hind him. His agile body and 
scheming mind course through 
Aesop's fables, a type of the trick- 
ster self-deceived. He is mention, 
ed in the Bible; in the literature 
of Greece and Rooie he frequently 
plays the role of villain. It was 
left for the Middle Ages, however, 
to give the fox his fullest literary 
dignity. Under one of a half a 
dozen names he is the hero of a 
multitude of fabliaux or beast - 
fables. These serve as auxiliaries 
to that great adventure cycW 
"Rejmard the FV>x," In which the 
tradition attains its completest ^- 
pression. One of the monum^ts 
of medieval literature, thi*^ro- 
liferatlng mass of narrative estab- 
lished the fox as an epic hero. 
Since then he has somewhat de- 
clined. Ben Jonson uses his Italian 
name for the title of the comedy. 
"Volpone," and he has made spor- 
adic literary excursions down to 
our own day. In John Garnet's 
"Lady into Fox" the tradition Is 
given a fantastic twist, while the 
"Memoirs of a Fox-Huntlng Man' 
of Siegfried Sassoon portrays the 
animal only as an accessory to 
sport. 

He makes a refreshing reap- 
pearance with something of his 
old dignity in R. P. Harrlss's "The 
Foxes." This novel pictures the 
swamp and coppice of the Caro- 
lina land as the domain of Gutch, 
the fox. Only survivor of a brood 
of six, he roams his soUtary way 
through the countryside, sniffing 
the odors of delight and danger. 
Mr. Harriss W^el^r avoids the 
falsities of anthropomorphism: 
Gutch Is portrayed with strict ob- 



jectivity as a natural creature. 

In his wanderings the fox makes 
freque|it nocturnal forays upon 
the chicken yard of the Old Plan, 
tation. This is the dwelling of the 
Captain, who lives out his dtfys in 
his dogs and horses and his fox- 
hunting. The tragedy of his life, 
wrought by the death- of his wife 
and baby, is barely hinted at, but 
nonetheless flings its melancholy 
web over the scene. The planta- 
tion is slowly falling to gentle ruin 
under the encroachments of time 
and the lush vegetation An at- 
mosphere of decay and dissolution 
envelop this land withdrawn from 
the life and temper of the times. 

A ragged cluster of shanties ad- 
join the house. Here the negroes 
of the plantation spin out their 
idle hours with telling of yams. 
co;kTlgliting and music making. 
With a few sharp strokes Mr. Har- 
riss draws spme memorable char- 
acters, and sketches the folkways 
of the people, Uieir superstitions 
and their customs, their songs and 
ceremonies. 

Dutch's life is tranquil until 
autumn. Then must he be wary; 
for at that time only the Old 
Plantation rings with activity as 
though the other seasons of the 
year were passed in torpid suffer- 
ance until all the world should 
spring to life in the faU at the 
sweet notes of the early morning 
hunting horn. Then, with the Cap- 
tain leading, the hunt gaUops 
wildly over the rough country In 
the wake of the baying dogs. When 
the red -furred quarry Is pulled 
down, the chief huntsman takes a 
bit of fur and makes two dabs of 
bright blood on the cheeks of the 
neophytes who are following the 
hoimds for the first time. 

It Is natural that such a hunt 
should form the climax of tbe 
book. The hounds are on Outch's 
trail. Familiar with every thicket 
and nm pf the terrain, he leads 
them a merry chase through 
meadow and forest and even, In

desperation, through the very yard 
of the plantation, but he cannot 
shake the pursuers from his heels. 
At last, weak and winded, he en- 
gineers a wily stratagem, eludes his 
enemies, and trots back to the 
seclusion of the swamp, his brush 
waving triumphantly in the breeze. 
This scene is brilliant with move- 
ment and color and the age-old 
thrill of the hunt. 

In "The Foxes," then, two liter- 
ary traditions meet to produce a 
delightful idyll. One is the pastoral 
which has been a favorite from 
Theocritus to Edmund Spenser; 
the other Is that long persisting 
stream of fox literature. With 
these echoes of another age, with 
its flowing descriptions of a beau- 
tiful country and Its sharp pic- 
tures of the dashing fox hunt, this 
novel Is as refreshing and vigorous 
as the chase Itself. 
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When "Dr. Monath" was first 
published In Germany (It's now 
out In America) Reuters became 
excited en^%h to cable the Amer- 
ican press. Indeed, Max Rene 
Hesse's novel Is a powerful and 
puzzling book; The focal point of 
the action Is a hospital in Buenos 
Aires, and the principal character 
a young doctor who struggles on, 
bearing'the germ of success with- 
in him. Sidetracked but not de- 
terred by women and other con- 
siderations, thft^ doctor's character 
appears a mass of contraditions 
under the pitiless scalpel of Herr 
Hesse. Too lifelike for artistry, 
pungent and unpleasant, yet it's 
our guess that the book will be 
popular. 

Two of England's literary great 
have produced new books of short 
stories— W. Somerset Maugham 
and Richard Aldington. Maugham 
avowedly wrote "Cosmopolitans," 
a strange collection of the "rag- 
tag and bob-tail" of the world, for 
his readers' pleasure, and succeed- 
ed. Aldington evidently produced 
"Artifex," sketches and ideas, some 
semi-philosophical, for his own 
edification. He, too, succeeded. 

Since his death, Clarence Day's 
humorous satire, "This Simian 
World," has been reissued. In case 
you've missed this— Mr. Day goes 
on in his inimitably amusing way 
to explain what we would be lllce 
U we were descended from the cats 
or elephants Instead of the mon. 
key tribe, and, being descended 
from the monkies, how we cannot 
be different from what we are. Dr. 
H. S Canby once caUed this the 
one American satire for every li- 
brary shelf. 

The humor of the novel. "Mr. 
Theobald's Devil," has been com- 
pared to that in Clarence day's 
writings. Anna Gordon Keown's 
gentle curate, who is rather titil- 
lated by meeting with the Old 
Nick, is really a delightful char- 
acter. 

"American Points of View, 1935", 
a "Readers' Digest" of magazine 
articles, edited by the Cordelias, 
contains some high-soUnding au- 
thors and some fairly dull ideu. 
And the triumvirate who picked 
out the articles were Burton Ras- 
coc. J. G. Fletcher, and Erskine 
Caldwell, too.

The last proUem of greatest im- 
portance, we were informed, is 
public education. In the begin- 
ning, the dimtnation of salt marsh 
and swamidand mosquito broods 
results in such a dimunition in the 
mosquito popuktti<m that the citi- 
zen feels relieved, but as time goes 
on he forgets the old condition 
and in the presence of relatively 
few mosquitoes feels himself much 
abused. Furthermore, the citizen's 
carelessness from a mosquito con- 
trol standpoint in the creation of 
freshwater breeding places in and 
about his premises is apt to re- 
sult in constantly recurring mos- 
quito trouble from the houle mos- 
quito source. 

It Is possible, of course, that 
measures of. attacking the mos- 
quito from the standiwint of the 
adult through the agency of sound 
waves oi::.^elTC^o-magnetic waves 
or both may be developed. If such 
a line of attack were developed 
and proved to be efficient, it might 
be possible to forget the attack 
upon the present point of em- 
phasis, larval destruction. How- 
ever, at the present time. Mrr 
BallUo concluded, such methods 
have not been developed and we 
are still limited to the attack of 
the mosquito problem through the 
elimination of mosquito wrigglers 
and pupae In mosquito breeding 
waters.

The agricultural students at 
Oceana were somewhat at a loss 
this week to explain some of the 
lopal opinions as to what would 
happen if a hen layed two eggs in 
one day, when Eddie Aplin excited- 
ly announced that he had gather- 
ed 29 eggs from his flock of 27 
hens. f 

Eddie was told he was in error, 
for, had it not been said that a 
hen would die if it layed two eggs 
in one day? Many other old wives' 
tales were presented, which pos- 
sessed all of the security of an 
"around the stove asseinblage," 
but Eddie was able to prove his 
statement.

Bci^ess continued at (luiekaied 
pMe under the impetus of spvbig 
weather, but tJie margin of gahi 
over the iHrevi«is week was not as 
great as that over the l»5 week, 
according to reports to the De- 
partment of Commerce Jrom 32 
cities. The irregularity of the 
warmer weather lK>wever, account- 
ed for more or less spotty condi- 
tions with the sharpest trade rises 
appearing in the South and 
Southwest where seasonal buying 
accelerated to brisk proportitms. 
Indications were that pentup buy- 
ers* needs will respond to the ad- 
jvent of settled weather. One of 
I the most favorable business factOTs 
. was the widespread vigor of indus- 
! trial activity, particularly in the 
steel centers. Construction also 
continued to show signs of strong 
momentum. r»rticularly in resi- 
dential building. 

New York reported an excellent 
week in retail circles with gains 
applying to most all lines And de- 
partment stores attaining the l)est 
comparative weekly gain of the 
year. Cities reporting outstanding 
gains over the previous and 1935 
weeks were: New Orleans, Mem- 
phis. Atlanta. Dallas. Houston, 
Wilmington. Minneapolis and 
Philadelphia, while in virtually 
every section, the major business 
indices were sharply ahead of last 
year. 

Easter- Baying Felt 
In wholesale centers Easter 
buying was beginning to be felt, 
but gains in wholesale trade in 
general were more moderate than 
in retail, the weather being re- 
sponsible for continued buyer re- 
serve. New York reported satis- 
factory out-of-town orders" for 
women's apparel with merchants 
increasing their inventories be- 
cause of the necessity for carrying 
a wider range of colors in the new 
accessory styles. Philadelphia and 
Chicago reported that wholesale 
trade arid industrial production 
kept pace with general improve- 
ment. Although spring buying ap- 
peared notto have approached the 
crest because of the weather 
handicap, volume remained well 
ahead of last year. Notable among 
the cities showing marked im- 
provement over 1935 were Cincin- 
Siati, Louisville, New Orleans and 
Houston. 

The entire jsteel ^ndustry ap- 
peared to be f'eeling an actual, aS 
well as a strong undwcurrent of 
demand. Prom Detroit came word 
that operations in the iron mines 
of the Northern peninsula are 
speeding up In anticipation of the 
best .season since 1930. Birming- 
ham reported general improve- 
ment in the iron and steel indus- 
try of that district. Pittsburgh 
advised that the hope for steel 
orders fiom the automobile indus- 
try was brighter, resulting in the 
anticipation of an early end of the 
recent lull. Industr|al activities 
also picked up substantially in 
Memphis and real estate dealers 
rpfjorted a congested condition 
with no dcsliable vacancies. Ma- 
chine tool .sales in the New York 
district showed an Increasmg uir- 
tum in line with better manufac- 
turing conditions. Electrical equip- 
ment sales were v.fll ahead of 
last year and raih-oad equipment 
business was encouragingly active. 
The Philadelphia report said the 
Sun Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company had more than $14,000,- 
000 orders on its books, contrasted 
with Ia.st year's eight idle ship- 
ways. 

Ken Bus Network Noted 
Formation of a new coast-to- 
coast bus network, to be known as 
the National Trails System, was 
announced by Chicago. The group 
ts composed of existing companies, 
I including the Santa Fe Trail Sys- 
tem, tlie Burlington Transporta- 
tion Compani', the Miisiiouri Pacific 
Transportation Company, the 
Safeway Lanes and the Frank 
Martz Ooach Company, The sys- 
tem will make possible continuous 
passage on one tictcet to all parts 
of the coimtry. Ground was broken 
In Cleveland for the construction 
of many Great lakes Exposition 
buildings. 

An uptuiTi was noted In the de- 
mand for farm land. Spring plow- 
ing pn%rK%d in many sections.

develop good oysters because of 
the proper conditions then exist- 
ing. Now, they complained, an 
oyster only reaches a half-grown 
size at the end of a five-year 
period, with the result that local 
tongers have been unable to com- 
pete with the products secured in 
other sections of the Atlantic 
oyster grounds, in spite of the fact 
that this is ordinarily far super- 
ior breeding territory. 

What has happened to oysters 
also has happened to other shell 
fish and fish, they agreed. Any 
fish desiring to enter the bay 
would have' to climb a perpendi- 
cular wall twelve feet in height, 
one of the onlookers remarked, 
and no fish, he concluded, is going 
to do that! 

Testimony was offered that 
fishing parties formerly provided 
a means of livelihood for many 
residents of the community, but 
the development of the sand bar 
has taken away all hope from that 
field. What is true in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the inlet, they 
said, is even more true of the bays 
and creeks further inland, where 
a single catch is something of an 
unexpected event. The creation 
of the desired channel would be 
not alone a boon to yachting en- 
thusiasts. Dr. Wells was informed, 
but a salvation to local oystermen 
and to those who guided fishing 
parties aljout the local waters. 

Te^s for salinity and other con- 
ditions of oyster growth were 
made by Dr. Wells, who also car- 
ried away with him the evidence 
ul change furnished by the men 
who had gathered to present their 
story to him. He agreed to the 
nc ed for some steps of a corrective 
nature and. from the tone of his 
interest, will present a favorable 
report on the channel project. His 
department, (rf course, he said, 
could not undertake the building 
of a channel, being interested only 
in the biological aspects of the 
situation. 

Oy.stermen and others Interested 
in the fishing industry, either as 
workers or sportsmen, plan to add 
their endorsement of the t:hannel 
to that of yachting enthusiasts at 
the meeting which Aimy engineers 
have called for April 10.

Since the inauguration of the 
CWA mosquito control project in 
November, 1933, more than 180 
mUes of ditching have been in- 
stalled in the salt mai-shes, up- 
land swamps and lake fronts of 
Princess Anne county, Robert 
Baillio stated in a repwt on mos- 
quito control work made to the 
Town Council last Monday night. 
At the present time, he added, this 
work is progressing at the rate of 
an additional 20 miles per mOnth. 

Tracing the development of this 
work, Mr. Baillio, who is in charge 
of the Joint U. S. t»ublic Healtb- 
WPA project in t*e county, toW 
the council that the ditches in- 
stalled in the marshes prior to the 
advent of CWA were poorly con- 
structed and improperly placed, 
and the first step in the new pro- 
gram was to fill the entire system. 
CWA was responsible for the in- 
stallation of an approximate 48 
miles of ditching in the marshes 
and the upland country before 
their program was transfered to 
ERA. 

Cost of Oiling Reduced 

During the winter of 1934-35, 
ERA labor cleaned the existing 
system and constructed ten miles 
of\ new work on the upland, going 

; tar west as Seatack. Six miles 



of shoreline on Lake Holly were 
cleared and ditched in addition. 
An interesting note in connection 
with this work is found in the cost 
of oiling Lake Holly, which, be- 
cause of the ditching, cost approx- 
imately $50 in contrast with a 
charge of $500 for the previous 
year. 

Then, under the sponsorship of 
the county Beard of Supervisors, 
a transient camp with a personnel 
of 100 men was established at Vir- 
ginia. Beach for the purpose of 
continuing the mosquito control 
work.

Ogden Mills, the one-time 
Hoover secretary of the treasury, 
is generally regarded a conserva- 
tive.' Yet thbi volume which con- 
tains a collection of his speeches 
is described by Its publishers as a 
"rallying cry to the forces of 
American liberalism." Now, If 
Ogden Mills Is a liberal, then is 
Rexford Tugwell a conservative? 
Is Norman Thomas a reactionary? 
And Is John W. Davis a radical? 
What do these terms mean— If 
anything? What, moijp specifical- 
ly, Is liberalism? 

Mr. Mills essays to clear up this 
confusion in the first two pages 
of his book. Liberalism, he writes, 
Is the fundamental American 
social phUosophy. Indeed, It per- 
meates our form of government, 
gives life to our economic- order, 
and insures Individual liberty. But 
whut is liberalism? Well, Mr. Mills, 
concludes, it is that philosophy 
which guarantees a free govern- 
ment. free enterprise and free 
man. 

Experience demonstrates, 1 1 
seems to him, that a system 
founded on these three principles 
is the only one that is capable of 
promoting security without the 
loss of freedom. All progress, he 
holds, originates In the individual 
The encouragement of Individual 
initiative by a government of the 
people and the competitive capl* 
tallstlc system have made possible 
the conquering of this continent 
and the development here of the 
world's highest civilisation. 

Too, the system founded on 
these principles worked pretty well 
up until 1930. It made large steps 
toward the abolition of poverty 
and elimination of Injustice, the 
removal of Instability and the pro- 
vision of security. All these, he 
explains, are desirable ends. Some 
changes may be necessitated In 
the future. He enumerates at least 
three. The wider ownership of 
property is desirable. The creation 
of monopolies should be prevented 
and private savings should be pro- 
tected from exploitation. Yet, In 
Mr. Mills' opinion, there are no 
fundamental weaknesses In .the 
existing system, and, he Implies, 
no tinkering with the old system 
should be permitted. 

The philosophy of the New Deal, 
he declares. Is the very antlthe^ 
of UberalLsm. The changes It pro- 
poses are designed to destroy free 
democratic govenmient. For free 
enterprise it would substitute gov- 
ernment planning. Individual 
freedom .would be subordinated to 
the Authoritarian state. Withal 
the New Deal Is "a mixture of 
Idealistic alms, false economics, 
ImprMstlcal experiments and 
revolutionary dogma dressed m> hi 
the language of social reform." 

More than half of this volume 
Is devoted to an elaboration of 
these <Aiatges. He traces irtiat to 
his mind arc a succession of at- 
tempts by Mr. Roosevdt to set 
hinu^ up OS a dictator. Re be- 
rate the NRA, and lambastes the 
AAA. Ilie federal relief program 
is mibjedied to sonti and derition. 
In cmivtecing fuiiten, he speaks 
his mind as tp ttte hi%1sh exp«Mli- 
tures. large Iwrrairtngs and un- 
bidanoed hudget off the New Deal.

ing. He has expressed here a 
philosophy which is heki by many 
members of both political parties. 
Lewis Douglas, former director of 
the budget hi the Roosevett ad- 
ministration, a. member of the op- 
posite political party, has given 
perhaps a more temperate expres- 
sion to the i^ame philosophy In his 
volume, "The Liberal Tradition.^ 
Particularly does this philosophy 
deserve expression in thl^ cam- 
paign year when the battle lines 
are forming with liberals and con- 
servatives seeking to find their 
places on either side. If such a 
division becomes clear, Mr. Mills, 
I venture, wlU be found with the 
conservatives, not with the liber- 
als. For if, as the dictionary would 
lead us to believe, liberalism Is the 
state of mind of one "not bound 
by established forms In political 
or religious philosophy," then Mr. 



Mills' insistence upon the insUtflV 
tions which have, to lus opinion, 
worked so nicely in the past, does 
not entitle hbn to classification as 
a liberal.

Here we are midway in Lent 
with a number of fast days re- 
maining. You can easily make 
them feast days at very little cost 
which is an item now that the coal 
bills foKthe past winter come due 
and we i^ve spring outfits to con- I 
sider in our budgeting. First let's 
consider the fast days then the 
main protein dish which will be 
made with salmon. 

Salmon Rarebit 

In a pan or chafing dish blend 
two tbsp. of flour with 2 heaping 
tsp. of butter. Do not allow to 
brown. Add 1 pt. of milk, stirring 
constantly. Cook for-'a few min- 
utes. Add Va lb. American cheese, 
grated, and season with salt, pep- 
per, paprika and a generous pinch 
of dry mustard. Stir until cheese 
is thoroughly melted and blended. 
Drain and flake 1 lb. canned sal- 
mon and add to the rarebit. Stir 
as little as possible and serve pip- 
ing hot on roimds of buttered 
whole-wheat toast. 

Salmon Fiiiger Rolls 

Mix together with knife soft I 
dough made from 2 c. flour sifted 
well. 3 tbsp. lard, 3 tbsp. butter, V2 
tsp. baking powder. 1 tsp. salt. Use 
enough ice water or ice cold milk 
to soften. Roll out thin, and cut 
in strips about 5 inches long and 
2>2 inches wide. Fill with the fol- 
lowing, and pinch the ends to- 
gether, then bake at 425° fOr 15- 
20 minutes. 

Filling: 1 lb. canned salmon, 
seasoning, 1 large grated onion. 1 
sweet pepper cut fine, 1 tsp. par- 
sley, V2 c. white sauce.. 
Salmon Mold 

Soak 1 tbsp. gelatine in water. 
Beat 2 egg yolks and mix with 1 
tsp. salt, 1 tsp. mustard and a few 
grains cayenne. Add IVz tbsp. 
melted- butter, 2 tbsp. vinegar and 
% c. milk. Cook in double boiler, 
stlrrh^ constantly until mixture 
thickens. Remove from fire and 
add gelatine and 1 lb. canned sal- 
mon, shredded. Turn into a mold 
dlppfed in cold water and chill. 
When ready to serve turn out on a 
bed of rr l.sp lettiira Iffftvpff, NftS-) 
turtlum leaves and blooms make a 
pleashig garnish. 
Scalloped Eggplant with Salmon 

1''2 c. mashed, cooked eggplant; 
1 lb. canned salmon; ^ c. dried 
bread-crumbs mixed with V4 c. 
melted butter; IV2 c. medium thick 
white sauce. Mix thoroughly, put 
in buttered baking dish, cover with

A abatement clarifying veterans' 
preference for Rehabilitation-ln- 
l^ace and Resettlement homes or 
farmsteads was made th^week by 
Homer H. B. Made, Regional Di- 
rector of the Resettlement Admin- 
istration. 

According to the statement, a 
certain preference Is given vet- 
erans' applications which are ap- 
proved by the Veterans' Adminis- 
tration. Applications thus ap- 
proved are handled in a more di- 
rect maraier. Also, after a vet- 
eran's eligibility has been estab- 
lished imder the rules of the Re- 
settlement Administrati(m and his 
name has been placed on the ac- 
ceptable list, he will be shown a 
preference over non-veterans in 
the actual assignment of Resettle- 
ment homes or farmsteads. 
Nhst Meet Re^al'enents 

"But veterans should be renllnd- 
ed, that while recommendation by 
the Veterans Administration is im- 
portant, there is something else 
to be done." Director Mask said. 
"They must lie otherwise qualified. 
Veterans must meet the aame 
quaUfteiitions as other persons. 
They must satisfy the Resettle- 
mott Administration that they are 
suited to and likely will make a 
success of the new venture," he 
declared. 

Farm experience or farm back- 
ground is necessary for both Re- 
habUltatlon-in-place and Resettle- 
ment. All applicahts also should 
be free from such disabilities as 
would prevent them from carrying 
out their obligations. These and 
other qualifications must be met 
bv veterans as well as non-veteran 
applicants. Once the veteran's ap- 
plication has been investigated, 
however, and he has been found 
satisfactory by the Resettlement 
Administration, all other things 
being equal, the veterans will be 
shown a preference.

(There is one exception 
to this rule. Under a farm tenant 
project. 160 Individual farms are 
being purchased for qualified ten- 
ant fanners in selected counties of 
North Carolina and Tennessee. 
Some of these farms, if suitable 
and for sale, may be farms upcm 
which tenant applicants new re- 
side or farms which tenant-ap- 
plicants recommend.) 

Part of the misunderstanding, 
the statement said, may be caused 
by a lack of Information as to the 
difference between Rehabllltation- 
in-place and Resettlement which 
are two separate phases of the 
Resettlement. Administration pro- 
gram. 

Informalion on Loans 

"Simply stated, Rehabllitatlon- 
in-place means small loans, and 
supervisory assistance by County 
Rehabilitation Supervisors t o 
eligible farmers who are unable to 
secure proper credit elsewhere. It 
does not involve purchase of land, 
though assistance may be given 
toward helping the farmer to rent 
a suitable farm. The farmer Is 
assisted to get on his feet again, 
usually on the farm where he re- 
sides, or in the same county. The 
Resettlement phase involves the 
relocation of eligible families in 
new homes or farmsteads. 

"Eligible clients when approved 
are being granted Rehabllltatlim- 
' in-pUice loans at the present time. 
Those desiring resettlement on 
Rural Resettlement farmsteads or 
Agricultural Resettlement Com- 
munities should get their applica- 
tions on file; but except to a very 
limited extent there will be some 
time before farmsteads will be 
available for occuiMncy, as the 
land now being purchased will 
first have to be developed and 
hmues cmnpleted."
